FORTY-HIRE DEAD BODIES TAKER OUT 


And a Large Number of Those, Known 


to Have Been in the BuilJJpg 


When the Fire Stai 


Still Missing. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 21.—A dispatch 


from Ekatorinoslav, capital of the gov- 
ernment of that name in south Russia, 
gives the details of a fire that occurred 
in a theater, causing large loss of life. 
The fire was discovered while a per- 
formance was going on. The specta- 
tors became panic-stricken and made a 
wild rush for the exits. 
Many of 


them were knocked down, trampled 
under foot and rendered unconscious. 
The building was of wood and the fire 
spread with great rapidity. 
Before all 


the terror-stricken people could get 
outside the theater was a mass of 
flames. 


Tne scene outside was terrible. 


Those who hsid relatives and friends 
in the theater rushed about wildly, 
crying for help to save them. Every 
effort was made to save those in the 
burning- building, but the heat was so 
intense that for some time it was im- 
possible to approach the structure. 
Even had it been possible to approach, 
the efforts to save those inside would 
have probably been fruitless, as they 
were doubtless suffocated before the 
fire reached them. 


After the ruins had cooled off suffi- 


ciently a search was commenced for 
the dead. Forty-nine bodies have al 
ready been taken out. A number o 
persons who were known, tohwjjjjtft 
in the theater are still m.iS'sSjg, and 
there is scarcely anjr -ioubt th«t their 
bodies, will lie.found later in th^Vuins.

Other Matters Considered. 


The Great Wrntern Sewer Still Pending— 


Opposition to U—New Route* Order** 
Surveyed—Proposition to Lower Prlee 
of O«» Revived—Bread, Free Lunch 
and Dynamite* 


The council met last night in regular 


session. All the members were present 
excepting Alderman Bolen. 


There was nothing exciting in the 


proceedings until the bill of Engineer 
Burgess for office rent was presented. 
It seems his office is in his own resi- 
dence and some aldermen thought he 
should not charge rent for his own resi- 
dence. 
This created some discussion 


and it was explained that he had to set 
apart a room in his house for an office 
because there was no room in the court 
house he could get. Upon this explana- 
tion the bill was considered juet and 
waa allowed. 


The next matter that elicited discus 


sionjwas the ordinance providing for 
the extension 
the Broadway sewer to 


tho river. Alderman Montgomery want- 
ed to lay the ordinance over until the 
great west sewer ordinance came up. 
Montgomery, Simpson, Irwin and Strat- 
ton spoke on the subject. A motion to 
postpone for two weeks was lost, and 
the ordinance was passed. 
On motion 


of Alderman Irwin the publication for 
bids for building said sewer was post 
poiied for two weeks so that in case the 
great 
west 
eewer 
-ordinance 
is 


adopted both 
may 
be 
advertised 


at the 
same 
time. 
It 
seemed 


that Alderman Montgomery feared that 
some of those who favored the extension 
of the Broadway sewer were opposed to 
the great west sewer, and be wanted 
them considered on the same evening. 
Montgomery referred to figures he had 
made, showing that the cost of the 
great west sewer per lot would be 'ess 
than 
the 
other 
sewers 
that had 


been built in the city. This was dis- 
puted by Alderman Simpson on tho 
ground that there was much land in the 
district that was not platted into lots. 


There was some stir when Alderman 


Montgomery moved to take from the 
table the proposition to reduce the price 
of gas. This was followed by a motion 
to take the resolution from the commit- 
tee recommending the abolishing of free 
lunches in saloons, and close upon the 
heels of this was a motion to take from 
the table the ordinance providing for 
regulating the weight of bread. All 
these propositions carried, and will come 
up at future council meetings. 


The business in detail was as follows- 
Lev! A they asked permission to hang 


a glass sign over the sidewalk in front 
of his hotel, No. 241 North Water 
street. Referred to sidewalk and cross 
log committee. 


The P., I). & E. Railway asked per- 


mission to remove four telegraph poles 
on right of way along the south side of 
Sangamon street, between Clinton and 
Broadway, and also that they might fill 
into the 
street level 
on Sangamon 


street, between said street. Referred 
to the streets and alleys committee. 


Frank W. Meyer asked that his saloon 


license, or so much as has been unearned, 
be rebated, on the ground that bis 
building has been sold. Granted. 


Linn & Scruggs D. G. & C, Co. asked 


permission to hang a canvas sign across 
the sidewalk on North Park street. Re- 
ferred to sidewalk and crossing com- 
mittee with power to act. 


The municipal Electric Company peti- 


tioned the council to reduce its water 
bill for quarter ending Octooer .11,1895, 
from $98.91 to $48.40, as the water meter 
put in since shows that bill to be too 
much. 
Referred to water and li^ht 


C'«nmitt«e. 


Z. R. Prather asked permission to 


maintain a fruit car at the corner of 
Water and William streets, for which he 
would pay license. Granted. 


The city engineer reported the 8-inch 


lateifil sewer, from brick sewer in Pugh 
street to alley between Water and Wil- 
liam Streets, completed. 
Referred to 


public improvement committee. 


Marshal Mason reported arrests made 


during the mcnth of December, 1895, as 
followt: Disorderly conduct, 15; intoxi- 
cation, 4; assault, 5; larceny, 7; assault 
to do bodily harm, 1; borglary, 2; high- 
way robbery, 1; forgery, 2; allowing 
premises used for disorderly purposes, 1; 
total, 39. Fines assessed, $143; fines 
collected, $123.15.; fees collected, $14.70. 
Amount paid to city treasurer, $137.85. 


The city engineer and city attorney to 


whom waa referred the bill of Mattes & 
Sons reported that the estimates made 
by the city engineer and recommended 
payment upon that basis. The report 
was adopted. 


The public improvement committee 


recommended the acceptance of the 
paving on Merchant street. Adopted. 


The same committee reported in favor 


of accepting the 12-inch lateral sewer in 
North Main street from brick sewer in 
Pugh street. Adopted. 


The public improvement committee 


reported in favot of putting in inlets is 
the alley at Green street and North 
Edward and North Main street as soon 
as there was sufficient funds to pay for 
the same. Adopted. • 


Mayor Conklin, Alderman Simpson 


sod Marshal Mason, who were ap- 
pointed a committee to inquire into the 


manner of the storage of explosives and 
report a proper location for magazine* 
made the following report: 
nPursusnt to resolution passed at your 
Taut meeting directing the mayor to su- 
lect a member of the council and with 
him and the city marshal examine the 
matter of the storage of explosives 
and

after a careful consideration of the mat- 
ter that we do cot deem it proper for the 
city to fix a location, but that an ordi- 
nance be passed excluding such store 
bouses from the city, fixing any distance 
from the city limits that may be deemed 
entirely ssfe, leaving the dealers and 
users thereof to arrange for themselves 
the particular location, thereby exempt- 
ing the city from legal liability in case 
of explosions. 


Marshal Mason reported that dealers 


in oils were obeying the ordinances and 
that he found there waa no ordinance 
regulating the handling of explosives 
but that dealers only kept a small 
quantity of explosives in their stores and 
were cautious about it, having it always 
where it could be removed in case ot 
fire; that they kept in magazines in 
different parts of the city large quan- 
tities of explosives stored. 
He recom- 


mended! that an ordinance be passed 
regulating the storage of explosives. 


John T. Barnett, city engineer at 


water works, reported the amount of 
material necessary to put the new dyna- 
mos in place. Referred to the purchas- 
ing committee with power to act. 


The public improvement committee

An Important Document from th» 


Venezuela Commission 


ADDRESSED TO SECBETABI OLKET, 


But Intended for the Notice of the Ri- 


val Governments, and looking to a 


Peaceful Solution of the Vexed 


Question of 
Delimitation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The members 


of the Venezuelan committee met yes- 
terday at 11:30 a. ra. in their temporary 
quarters in the building partly occu- 
pied by the interstate commerce com- 
misxion. 
Justice Brewer presided. 


The selection of Mr. S. Mallet Provost, 
of New York, as the executive officer 
of the coinnmfaion, was -formally rati- 
fied. 


The commission gave out for pub- 


lication the following- letter addressed 
to Secretary Olney last week, inviting 
co-openition from the 
two govern- 


ments chiefly interested in the bound- 
ary control ery:

WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 15, 1&W>. 


Hun Serrrtarj, of 'Mate: 


DEAH SIB:—I have the honor testate 


that the commission appointed by the 
president of the United States to in- 
vestigate and report upon the true di- 
visional line between the republic of 
Venezuela and British Guiana, has or- 
ganized by the election of Hon. David 
3. Brewer as its pres ident, and is en- 
tering upon the immediate discharge 
of its duties. 


"In so doing, it has, after careful 


consideration, concluded to address 
you on the question of securing-, so far 
as possible, the friendly co-operation 
and aid of the two nations which are 
directly interested in the now-pending 
boundary difficulties. 


"It must have suggested itself to 


you, as it no doubt has to the presi- 
dent, that this commission thus au- 
thorized to ascertain and report the 
boundary line between two foreign na- 
tions, bears only a remote resemblance 
to 
those 
tribunals 
>>f 
an 


international character, 
of which 


we 
have had several ' examples 


in the past. They were constituted 
by or with the consent of the dis- 
putants themselves, and were author- 
ized by the parties immediately con- 
cerned to pronounce final judgment. 
The questions at issue were presented 
by the advocates of the various inter- 
ests, upon whose diligence and skill 
the tribunal might safely rely for all 
the data and the arguments essential 
to the formation of an intelligent 
judgment. 
Their 
functions were, 


therefore, confined to the exercise of 
judicial powers, and they might fairly 
expect to report a result satisfactory 
to their consciences while it com- 
manded the respect of those whose in- 
terests were directly involved. 


The present commission, neither by 


the mode of it* appointment nor by 
the nature 
of 
its 
duties, 
may 


be said to belong to tribunals of 
this character. Its duties will be dis- 
charged if it shall diligently and fairly 
seek to inform the executive of certain 
facto touching a large extent of terri- 
tory, in which the United States has 
jKMUrect interest. Whatever may be 
tite conclusion reached, no territorial 
ami i iniiTi nun n1 nor material gain in 
any form can accrue to the United 
States. The sole concern of our gov- 
ernment is the peaceful solution of a 
controversy between two/ricnUJvpjJW* 
ers; for the just and honorable setftlw* 
mcnt of the title to disputed territory 
and the protection of the 
United 


States against any fresh acquisitions 
in our hemisphere on the part of any 
European state. 


It has seemed proper to the commis- 


sion, under these circumstances to 
suggest to you the expediency of call- 
ing the attention of trre governments o f 
Great Britain and Venezuela to,the 
appointment of the commission, and 
explaining both its nature and object. 
It may be that they will see a way, en- 
tirely consistent with their own sense 
of international propriety, to give the 
commission the aid that it is no doubt 
in their power to furnish in the way 
of documentary proof, historical nar- 
rative, unpublished archives or the 
like. It is scarcely necessary to say 
that if either should deem it appro- 
priate to designate an agent or attor- 
ney, whose duty it would be to see

Overlooked. tn*«'*rJnrBrttee would be 
grateful for sneh evidence of good will 
and for the valuable results which 
would be likely to follow therefrom. 


An act of either government In the 


direction here suggested might be ac- 
companied by an express reservation 
AS to her claims, and should not 'be 
•deemed to be an abandonment, or im- 
pairment, of any position heretofore 
•expressed. In other words, and in 
lawyers' phrase, each might be will- 
ing to act the part of an amicus curia*, 
and to throw light upon difficult and 
complex questions of 
fact which 


should be examined as carefully as the 
magnitude of the subject demands. 


The purposes of the pending investi- 


gation are certainly hostile to none. 
nor can it be of advantage to any that 
the machinery devised by the govern- 
ment of the United States to secure 
the desired information should fail of 
its parpose.
